Its modern kindred. As these wings con- 
stitute the chief and often the only mcana 
of studying their species, the bodies hav 
ing in must cases been wholly dissoUei". 
by putrefaction, it is perhaps worthy of 
note that their development WHS more per 
feet than in tho present varieties—except 
ing the hind or under wings which are 
almost identical—and that they are pre- 
served in the fossils to the minutest reticu- 
lation of tho membrane. 


With tho laps,e of ages the forms nnd 


shape of tho wings gradually underwent a 
change, or rather a series of changes, at 
well us the size of the body, and tho orig- 
inal family spread out into a multitude of 
species. It has always been a law of nu~ 
lire that all forms of lire shall advance 
rom a simple uniformity to a complex di 
•ersity or from homogeneity to heterogo- 
leity, and it is curious to observe that no 
ess than 1,000 species existing prior to the 
tertiary epoch, \vbeu tho first mammal life 
w as introduced into the world, huvo been 
thus far discovered and described, many 
of them being found in the coal measures 
of Pennsylvania nnd West Virginia.

ON GOOD TERMS WITH BLANCO. 


Assured of Absolute Protection 


If Occasion Should Arise. 


Havana, March 10.—Havana escaped 


the excitement of Sunday last which 
seems to have reached a high pitch at 
Key West and elsewhere. Consul Gen- 
eral Lee was not advised from the state 
department of a request from Madrid 
for his recall, nor of the withdrawal of 
the request. Information as to both 
points was furnished him by the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. In 
the absence of particulars. General Lee 
believes that the request was prompted 
by the autonomists, who probably al- 
leged that he was not a believer in au- 
tonomy as it exists here, and therefore 
asked his removal, to get a stumbling 
block out of the way. 


Consul General Lee is on the best terms 


with General Blanco, and the most in- 
fluential Spanish merchants. All as- 
sure him of absolute protection, even it 
the volunteers should make a demon- 
stration. General Lee believes the vol- 
unteers would be controlled by the mer- 
chants, in whose employ they are. Oth- 
ers doubt this, but the ranking colonel 
of the volunteers assures General Lee 
that the consulate and the Americans 
would be in no event the object of a 
demonstration should any occur. Gen- 
eral Lee Is no more anxious to remain In 
a vexatious position than any other 
consul in Cuba, but he has no Intention 
of resigning, nor any belief that he will 
be recalled. He is cool, good-humored 
and somewhat impatient of the sensa- 
tional and untruthful reports emanating 
from Havana or Key "West. 


The volunteers are apparently more 


quiet since they were assured by the 
(government here and by Madrid that 
there Is no Intention to disarm or dis- 
band the corps. The Havana battalions 
have been supported in their protest by 
comrade* of the same corps throughout 
Cuba. 


What effect the presence of the Mont- 


gomery will have-no one will be ;ible to 
tell until she has been here several days. 
She is so much smaller than the Viz- 
caya or the AlmlranteOquendo that it is 
apparent to everyone that she was not 
sent In a warlike mood, but only to re- 
place the Fern. There Is no apprehen- 
sion among naval officers that the Mont- 
gomery will share the fate of the Maine.

Those in authority say orders 
can be filled without delay, and that 
about the only branch of ordnance for 
which the facilities are not fully up to 
an emergency demand is heavy forti- 
fication guns. 


Mr. Mendonca. the Brazilian minister, 


has received no information as to the 
reported negotiations toward the pur- 
chase of Brazilian warships now 
in 


course of construction in foreign yards. 
In oIHcial quarters the impression is 
growing that there is a better prospect 
of securing ships building for Argentine 
and Chili. Brazil has been active of late 
in building up her navy, and there is 
doubt as to her willingness to part with 
any of the ships building for her. Those 
include two ironclads at the Armstrong 
yards, two 
ironclads at 
La 
Seine, 


France, and three torpedo boat catchers 
at Stettin, Germany. Considerable pay- 
ments have been made on these, and 
they have become largely the property 
of Brazil. It is claimed, however, that 
a report of a treaty between Brazil and 
Chili, which would prevent either from 
selling a ship unless the other sold at 
the same time, is erroneous. 


The statement was made yesterday 


that the report of the Maine court of 
inquiry probably would come to the de- 
partment some time next week. It did 
not appear, however, that this statement 
was founded upon a direct report from 
the court, but was rather an estimate 
based upon the progress so far made as 
revealed by the change of methods on 
the part of the court. 


Many congratulations are coming to 


the White House and the state depart- 
ment from all parts of the country upon 
the patriotic spirit exhibited In dealing 
with the latest phases of the 
Cuban 


Question. Most of them are official In 
character, but many are personally di- 
rected to the president. 


Admiral Slcard has been authorized 


to enlist suitable men for the navy at 
Key West If he can find the material. 
He reported that he had received some 
applications from machinists and sea- 
men, 
and was given the power to take 


the men. The department Is still striv- 
ing vigorously to secure machinists, es- 
pecially men who know how to run sta- 
tionary engines. 


Official reports Indicate that the au- 


tonomy scheme projected for Porto Rico 
has been put Into successful operation. 
This is Interesting mainly because of the 
resemblance between the project and 
the plan which it is now sought to put in 
play in Cuba. A dispatch 
from 
the 


United States consul at San Juan, Porto 
Rico, slates that the Inauguration of 
the cabinet and the ceremony of declar- 
ing autonomy in effect in that Island 
occurred on the Ilth ult. He says the 
whole day was one of great manifesta- 
tion of joy.

Out of the Ordinary in 


Situation In Washington. 


Washington. March 10.—The feature 


of \\rednesday's events was the prompti- 
tude with which the senate passed the 
Mil carrying the appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 for the national defense, and the 
haste with which it was put through the 
formal 
proceedings, 
engrossed 
and 


signed by the 
president. While the 


matter has been considered, It can be 
stated that the fund has not been al- 
lotted among the various branches of 
the government service. Each of these 
had prepared tentatlvaly an estimate of 
the funds It could dispose of to advan- 
tage, but upon looking over the ground 
the president concluded that it would 
be well to avoid making' the allotment 
until the necessity became clear. 


The sum that can be profitably spent 


for warships cannot even be guessed at 
with any approximation to accuracy 
P'ist now, and the ships are to be first 
choice in the steps for defense. The sec- 
retary of the navy is making every ef- 
fort to secure from our naval attaches 
and diplomatic offlcem abroad all in- 
formation 
obtainable respecting the 


number of ships building, their price and 
other data. This promises to assist 
Captain Bi-*»"nson, 
who 
sailed 
for 


Southampton yesterday, materially in 
making speed with his inquiries. Up to 
this moment not only has the United 
States government bought no warship, 
but it has not even secured an option on 
one. There are many applications from 
firms which desire to sell ships to the 
government, but In most of these cases 
either the craft offered Is not suitable 
for naval needs, or the date of possible 
completion is so distant that it cannot 
be regarded as worthy of purchase to 
meet an emergency. 


There is less difficulty experienced In 


securing tenders of war material, such 
as shot, shell and powder, and the navy 
department has almost assured itself 
of an abundant supply of certain kinds 
of smokeless powder abroad at short 
notice. The officials of the department 
are In daily correspondence by mall and 
telegraph with agent* of ammunition 
houses, and besides are now fully ac- 
quainted with the plans of 
domestic 


powder makers for enlarging their plants 
to meet an emergency. The represen- 
tatives of the armor making firms are 
in consultation with the department 
Fteadily, relative to the supply of gun 
forging* and *uch material for use in 
the gun shops here and at Watervliet, 
but the question of armor Is receiving 
little attention, as the makers report 


Key West, March 10.—The Mallory 


liner Nueces arrived yesterday with 6020 
packages of provisions for the starving 
Cubans and 820 cases of ammunition. 
The ammunition was transferred to the 
Marblehead and will be taken without 
delay to the Tortugas for distribution 
among the warships there. 


Brigadier General Wilson, chief of the

While the news that the senate had 


passed the $50,000,000 defense bill caused 
profound satisfaction among the naval 
and military authorities in Key West, 
many declared that more was needed for 
the purchase of battleships and that the 
necessary appropriations should be made 
without delay. 


Among the recent rumors is one that 


Rear Admiral Sicard had been relieved of 
the command. This, however, is denied, 
although the admiral declines to discuss 
the probabilities of his resignation or 
the condition «f his health. Well in- 
formed officers say it is only a. question 
of a short time when h* will be relieved 
of the severe responsibility now resting 
upon him. Today he look more harrassed 
than at any time previous for a fort 
night. 


A letter hag been received by a naval 


officer from an officer in Havana saying 
that the Maine officers now in that city 
will leave for Key West Saturday next. 
If this information is correct, it may be 
assumed that the court of inquiry will 
leave Havana on or before that date.

ported a bill giving the gas and electric 
llfiht commissioners supervision over 
the telephones.

the price of gas and electric lighting. 


The committee on labor gave a hear- 


1ns yesterday on a bill making 10 hours 
a day's labor on any steam railroad in 
tho commonwealth. 
Thomas H. Can- 


ning favored the bill, particularly for the 
freight handlers and the men in the 
shops. 
The bill was opposed by Arthur 


J. Deseo, chairman of th« legislative 
board of affiliated bodies of trainmen, 
on the graund that It would be easier for 
tht: employes to deal with the manage- 
ment of the roads without such legis- 
ialion. 
He works on the Albany road. 


In the senate a bill was reported pro- 


viding that the receipts from the in- 
dustries maintained in the state prison, 
jails, reformatory prison for women. 
state farm and Massachusetts reforma- 
tory shall be paid Into the state treasury 
each month. 


The liquor la»v committee reported a 


bill to limit the number of liquor licenses 
in Boston to one for every 1000 of the 
population. 
This places Boston on the 


same basis as the re«t of the state, and if 
passed by the legislature will reduce the 
number of licenses granted in Boston 
just one-half.
